PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

COOK COUNTY LONGTIME HOMEOWNER PROPERTY 
TAX ASSESSMENT EXEMPTION ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, longtime homeowners are experiencing substantial and unpredictable property tax 
increases due to upper-scale development or redevelopment, known as gentrification, in their 
communities; and 
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WHEREAS, in recognition of the severe economic circumstances many of these longtime 
homeowners have faced, the Illinois Legislature passed Public Act 88-451, the Longtime Owner- 
Occupant Property Tax Relief Act (35 ILCS 250, et. seq.), in August, 1993; and 

WHEREAS, on July 24, 1998, the Illinois Legislature passed Public Act 90-0648, amending the 
Longtime Owner-Occupant Property Tax Relief Act to require the participation of the City of Chicago 
and the Board of Education, which are the two largest taxing bodies in Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, the purpose of the Act is to provide property tax relief to longtime homeowners, 
whose property taxes have risen sharply as a result of new construction or renovation of existing 
residences in long-established residential areas; and 

WHEREAS, counties having a population of 100,000 or more, are authorized to enact an 
ordinance, in accordance with the provisions of the Act, that provides for property tax relief; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to the Act. as a county with a population of more than 100,000, Cook 
County is authorized to enact an ordinance to provide tax relief to longtime homeowners within the 
County that may be eligible under the provisions set forth in the Act; and 

WHEREAS, as a matter of public policy, the Cook County Board of Commissioners has the 
authority and the responsibility to enact property tax relief provisions that will enable eligible longtime 
homeowners to remain in financially secure possession of their homes. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the President and the Board of Commissioners 
of Cook County the following: 

TITLE OF ORDINANCE: (New) Cook County Longtime Homeowner Property Tax Assessment 
Exemption Ordinance. 

An Ordinance creating the Longtime Homeowner Exemption Program to provide property tax relief to 
homeowners who have owned and occupied their homes for ten years or more. The Cook County 
Assessor (“Assessor") shall administer the Longtime Homeowner Program. To be eligible, the longtime 
homeowner must own and reside in a Class 2 property located in Cook County. The property must have 
an assessment increase that exceeds one and one-half (IVi) times the percentage median assessment 
increase for Class 2 properties within the assessment district where the property is located. That portion 
of an eligible homeowner’s assessment, which exceeds one and one-half (l/z) times the percentage 
median assessment increase within the asse.ssment district, shall be exempted in the calculation of the 
property tax. Eligibility for the program terminates at the time the homeowner no longer occupies the 
property as a principal residence, the title to the property is transferred, or the Assessor determines that 
the homeowner’s assessment increase no longer exceeds one and one-half (1 ’A) times the percentage 
median assessment increase within the assessment district. 

SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE. This Ordinance shall be known and may be cited as the “Cook County 
Longtime Homeowner Property Tax Assessment Exemption Ordinance". 

SECTION 2. PURPOSE. The intent of this Ordinance is to provide stability and predictability of 
property taxes for longtime homeowners in designated areas affected by dramatic increases in 
assessments caused by development orgentrification. 
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SECTION 3. DEFINITIONS. As used in this Ordinance: 

“Assessment District.” Cook County has a triennial reassessment cycle wherein one of the three districts 
within the county is reassessed each year. The three assessment districts are defined in the Illinois 
Property Tax Code (351LCS200\9-220(B)). 

“Assessment Exemption.” That portion of an assessment increase which exceeds one and one-half (114) 
times the percentage median assessment increases where the property is located. 

“Class 2 Properties.” Properties as defined in the Cook County Real Property Assessment Classification 
Ordinance (Section 2, Class 2). 

“Longtime Homeowners.” Persons who have owned and occupied a Class 2 property for ten years or 
more as their principal residence, or five years or more if the owner received assistance in purchasing the 
residence from a governmental or non-profit housing program. 

“Median Assessment Increase.” A percentage calculated by taking all Class 2 properties within the 
assessment district and detennining the percent difference between the current reassessment and the prior 
year’s assessment values. Array the percentage from lowest to highest and take the middle percent as the 
median assessment increase. 

“Triennial Reassessment.” Any reassessment of an assessment district, which occurs every third year as 
set forth in the Illinois Property Tax Code (351LCS200\9-220(B)). 

SECTION 4. ADMINISTRATION OF THE LONGTIME HOMEOWNER EXEMPTION 
PROGRAM. 

(A) The Cook County Assessor shall have the authority to; 

(1) Administer the Longtime Homeowner Exemption Program as created by the enactment 
of this Ordinance; and 

(2) Create applications for and determine eligibility to the program based on the eligibility 
criteria set forth in this Ordinance; and 

(3) Remove nonqualifying properties from the program as defined in Section 6(C) of this 
Ordinance. 

(B) The Cook County Clerk shall have the authority to compute tax rates and calculate tax bill 
amounts to implement the provisions of this Ordinance. 

SECTION 5. ELIGIBILITY CRITERIA. 

The Assessor shall use, but is not limited to, the following criteria to verify a longtime homeowner’s 
eligibility for the Longtime Homeowners Exemption Program: 

(1) Homeowner must be a resident of Cook County. 

(2) (a) Homeowner must have ownership as principal residence for at least ten consecutive 

years; or 
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(b) Homeowner must have ownership as a principal residence for at least five 
consecutive years if the owner received assistance in purchasing the residence from 
a governmental or non-profit housing program; and 

(c) Homeowner must own and reside in a Class 2 property as defined in the Cook 
County Real Property Assessment Classification Ordinance. 

(3) Homeowner’s Class 2 property must have had an assessment increase that exceeds one 
and one-half (1 '/a) times the percentage median assessment increase for Class 2 properties 
located in the assessment district where the property is located. 

SECTION 6. APPLYING THE EXEMPTION. 

(A) Upon verification of eligibility' for the Longtime Homeowners Exemption Program, the Assessor 
shall: 

(1) Determine that portion of a homeowner’s assessment increase that exceeds one and one- 
half (I'/a) times the percentage median assessment increase for Class 2 properties where 
the property is located; and 

(2) Make that figure known to the Cook County Clerk so that portion of the assessment shall 
be exempted in the calculation of the property tax. 

(B) The Assessor shall apply the same procedure for each assessment district on the year of its 
triennial reassessment. 

SECTION 7. ELIGIBILITY NOTIFICATION. 

The Assessor shall notify potentially eligible owners of record of Class 2 properties in Cook County of 
the existence of the Longtime Homeowners Exemption Program for each triennial reassessment and 
within sufficient time to apply. 

SECTION 8. TERMINATING ELIGIBILITY. 

(A) The Assessor shall terminate a homeowner’s eligibility upon a determination that; 

(1) The homeowner no longer occupies the property as a principal residence; or 

(2) The title to the property has been transferred. 

(B) The Assessor shall terminate a homeowner’s eligibility upon determination that the homeowner’s 
assessment increase no longer exceeds one and one-half (HA) times the percentage median 
assessment increase for the current reassessment. 

SECTION 9. RETROACTIVE APPLICATION. 

The Assessor shall apply the year 2000-reassessment figures for the first assessment district that predates 
the effective date of this Ordinance for the purpose of determining eligible homeowners for the current 
reassessment. 
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SECTION 10. EFFECTIVE DATE. 

This Ordinance takes effect upon becoming law.

Your Committee on Finance of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County met pursuant to notice on 
Tuesday, January 23, 2001 at the hour of 2:00 P.M. in the Board Room, Room 569, County Building, 118 
North Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois. 

Your Committee has considered the following item and upon adoption of this report, the recommendation 
is as follows: 

240681 1998 TURNOVER AUDIT. Transmitting a Communication, dated January 2, 2001 from 

Michael J. Shine, Chief Deputy' Treasurer, Office of the County Treasurer: 

Re: 1998 Turnover Audit 

The Cook County Treasurer’s Office is submitting to the Board of Commissioners the 1998 
Turnover Audit conducted by the auditors of Arthur Andersen. 

NOTE : This item was also referred to the Audit Committee. (See Comm. No. 240680). 

* Referred to the Finance Committee January 4, 2001 

In response to Commissioner Hansen’s request for comments on the Memorandum on Internal Control 
provided by Arthur Andersen, Gary Fink noted the recommendations addressed audit concerns as of 
November 30, 1998. He stated the current County Treasurer has put a corrective action plan in place to 
address each recommendation. 
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In response to Commissioner Hansen’s question regarding processing NSF checks, Mr. Fink stated the 
recommendations addressed the lack of an organized, coordinated and timely procedure for posting, 
reconciling and correcting subsidiary' records to the general ledger. He said the Treasurer has 
implemented new general ledger and cashiering systems, and is working on the installation of 
supporting/integrated systems and subledgers to promote the automation of the general ledger (Phase II). 
which would coordinate corrective measures with other offices involved in the process. 

In response to several questions asked by Commissioner Hansen, Mr. Fink commented that the 
recommendations relating to the calculation of interest, timeliness of cash deposits, and reconciliation of 
the general ledger are now being completed by the Treasurer’s Office. He further stated he was not aware 
if the recommendation to establish a ta.\payer/customer information database and a taxing body 
information database had been implemented. 

Kim Feeney, Chief Financial Officer, Treasurer’s Office, stated that the County’s Management of 
Information Systems (MIS) Department issues reports by property index number (PIN) on the distribution 
and recouping of tax money. Ms. Feeney noted MIS provides the Treasurer’s Office with two new 
reports: a 30H Report for every agency that has a refund, and an Agency Collection Report. She 
continued by stating the 30H Report indicates distribution as far as collections or recouping of funds and 
where the taxing agency is in the process. 

Donna Echevarria, Distributions Supervisor, stated that the Treasurer’s Office provides all taxing 
bodies/districts with the 30H Report and the Agency Collection Report. The Agency Collection Report 
indicates the extension amount, not the levy amount. The taxing agency submits their levy to the County 
Clerk, who has the authority to decrease the levy. 

Chairman Daley asked the State’s Attorney’s Office to provide in writing, clarification regarding the 
County' Clerk’s authority to reduce a taxing agency’s levy, and to what extent he is authorized to do so. 
Chairman Daley also requested the communication include the retention of prior years’ levies maintained 
by the County Clerk. (The referenced documents are on file in the Office of the County Clerk.) 

Ms. Echevarria concluded by saying that reports are generated for each agency regardless if they are for 
collections that are distributed or refunds that have to be offset against future distributions. She further 
stated that the taxing agency receives reports that show their respective beginning and ending balances. 
She also indicated other reports are available upon written request. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen’s question regarding assessing the cash flow projection process and 
historical cash tlow requirements to establish investment parameters, Mr. Fink stated the recommendation 
was based upon historical investment in short-term vehicles that would allow the County to diversify 
investments and possibly improve returns. He said the Treasurer has already adopted an investment 
policy for the office. 

Mr. Fink further commented that the recommendation of setting priorities addresses the need for an 
operating system and establishing responsibilities for and control over managing records and changes in 
the system. He noted that accommodating users or the need for a stand-alone system for the Treasurer 
should be addressed. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen’s question regarding integrated processing systems, Cathy Maras 
O’Leary, Chief Information Officer, stated systems have been established however, not all refunds and 
certificates of error are online. She stated that her office is in the process of working with the Treasurer 
on these records and corresponding systems. 
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Commissioner Quigley and Commissioner Lechowicz requested that a written report on the current status 
of each recommendation be prepared by Mrs. O’Leary. Commissioner Collins requested the report 
include the status of improvements made for a more timely distribution to taxpayers and taxing districts. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen’s question on whether the State’s Attorney’s Office was aware of 
the recommendation that the Treasurer’s Office prepare an inventory of outstanding issues that require 
legal interpretation, Elizabeth Reidy stated the office has been working with Martha Mills, General 
Counsel for the Treasurer’s Office, on outstanding issues that require legal interpretation or advice. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen’s request for comments on the Memorandum on Internal Control 
summary, Mr. Fink stated that the summary addresses the concerns Arthur Andersen had of the former 
Treasurer’s accounting systems and operating procedures. Mr. Fink commented that the current 
Treasurer has demonstrated a strong commitment to resolve the problems and has made improvements in 
the accounting system and operating procedures in the office. He noted the Treasurer has also 
implemented a corrective plan to address future concerns. 

Ms. Feeney responded to Commissioner Hansen’s question regarding the news reports relating to $88 
million the State wants the County to tender to the State Treasurer, by stating that this figure represented 
D fund monies, and a portion of this. $8.1 million, was in the form of refund checks that were written by 
the previous administration, but never issued. It was determined that these checks were written in 
anticipation of refunds that were never properly certified, and did not occur. Therefore, the checks were 
not issued, and remained in the possession of the Treasurer. 

Elizabeth Reidy stated that a response to the State Treasurer’s letter is forthcoming from the State’s 
Attorney's Office. She indicated there has been some confusion in the State Treasurer’s demand for $88 
million. She noted the $26.5 million referenced in Arthur Andersen’s Statement of Assets and Liabilities 
Audit Report is unrelated to the $88 million. The County Treasurer has asked the State’s Attorney’s 
Office to assist in responding to the State Treasurer’s demand. The State’s Attorney’s Office has met 
with representatives from the Offices of the State Treasurer and Attorney General and are preparing to 
respond to the demand for $88 million. 

President Stroger addressed his concerns regarding how the County Board should resolve the problems in 
the Treasurer's Office, by either amending the state statutes or by enacting a home rule ordinance. The 
President also said he had spoken with State Treasurer Topinka and stressed his desire to have the County 
and State work together to resolve these issues. 

Commissioner Lechowicz requested information on the automation project referred to by the Treasurer’s 
representative as Phase 11. Commissioner Lechowicz commented that he did not believe the funding for 
the project had been addressed by the Cook County Board and stated that recommendations need to be 
presented to the Board. 

In response to Commissioner Butler’s question regarding whether money generated through fees and 
fines in the Office of the Clerk of the Circuit Court flow through the Treasurer’s Office, Ms. Feeney 
responded no. Ms. Feeney stated the Clerk of the Circuit Court holds the money with the exception of 
forfeited bail bond money, which is deposited in the Treasurer’s Office. Ms. Reidy noted that the Clerk 
of the Circuit Court is ordered by the Court to hold money in escrow. 

Commissioner Collins expressed her concern regarding interaction and communication between various 
departments and agencies within County government. The large number of separate funds, spread out 
among all the agencies and Constitutional offices, could have a detrimental effect on accountability. 
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Chairman Daley responded that staff from Arthur Andersen and the County Auditor’s office provide 
sufficient accountability throughout all branches of County government. He provided recent examples of 
occasions where the Audit Committee identified a problem, and worked with the auditors and 
management to find a solution. This system ensures accountability. 

Commissioner Schumann commented that any request for funding approval by the Board on Phase II 
would likely involve purchasing new technology to tie the other elected officials and departments 
together. He slated it is important that the members of the Board understand the technology, the intended 
users and the needs of each based on their respective duties and/or responsibilities. 

Commissioner Schumann requested a technology report from Mrs. O’Leary regarding Phase 11. He asked 
that the report include the property tax and collection system/process as it relates to the proposed 
automation project. 

Chairman Daley asked that the report from the Chief Infonnation Officer indicate whether Phase 11 is the 
final step in the automation process, or are other phases expected. He further requested Tom Glaser, 
Chief Financial Officer, to address the source of funding for Phase 11. 

Commissioner Lechowicz, seconded by Commissioner Hansen, moved to receive and file 
Communication No. 240681. The motion carried. 

Commissioner Hansen moved to adjourn. Seconded by Vice Chairman Carr, the motion carried 
and the meeting was adjourned.

Ladies and Gentlemen: 

Your Committee on Audit of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County met pursuant to notice on 
Tuesday, January' 23, 2001 at the hour of 2:00 P.M. in the Board Room, Room 569, County Building. 118 
North Clark Street. Chicago, Illinois. 

Your Committee has considered the following item and upon adoption of this report, the recommendation 
is as follows: 

240680 1998 TURNOVER AUDIT. Transmitting a Communication dated, January 2, 2001 from 

Michael J. Shine. Chief Deputy Treasurer, Office of the County Treasurer: 

Re: 1998 Turnover Audit 

The Cook County Treasurer's Office is submitting to the Board of Commissioners the 1998 
Turnover Audit conducted by the auditors of Arthur Andersen. 

NOTE : This item was also referred to the Committee on Finance. (See Comm. No. 
240681). 

Referred to the Committee on Audit January 4, 2001. 

Following the call of the meeting, the Chairman recessed the meeting for discussion and questions on the 
subject, under Communication 240681, by the full board in the Committee on Finance. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen’s request for comments on the Memorandum on Internal Control 
provided by Arthur Andersen, Gary Fink noted the recommendations addressed audit concerns as of 
November 30, 1998. He stated the current County Treasurer has put a corrective action plan in place to 
address each recommendation. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen’s question regarding processing NSF checks. Mr. Fink stated the 
recommendations addressed the lack of an organized, coordinated and timely procedure for posting, 
reconciling and correcting subsidiary records to the general ledger. He said the Treasurer has 
implemented new general ledger and cashiering systems, and is working on the installation of 
supporting/integrated systems and subledgers to promote the automation of the general ledger (Phase II), 
which would coordinate corrective measures with other offices involved in the process. 

In response to several questions asked by Commissioner Hansen, Mr. Fink commented that the 
recommendations relating to the calculation of interest, timeliness of cash deposits, and reconciliation of 
the general ledger are now being completed by the Treasurer’s Office. He further stated he was not aware 
if the recommendation to establish a taxpayer/customer information database and a taxing body 
information database had been implemented. 

Kim Feeney. Chief Financial Officer, Treasurer's Office, stated that the County’s Management of 
Information Systems (MIS) Department issues reports by property index number (PIN) on the distribution 
and recouping of tax money. Ms. Feeney noted MIS provides the Treasurer’s Office with two new 
reports: a 30H Report for every agency that has a refund, and an Agency Collection Report. She 
continued by stating the 30H Report indicates distribution as far as collections or recouping of funds and 
where the taxing agency is in the process. 
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Donna Echevarria. Distributions Supervisor, stated that the Treasurer’s Office provides all taxing 
bodies/districts with the 30H Report and the Agency Collection Report. The Agency Collection Report 
indicates the extension amount, not the levy amount. The taxing agency submits their levy to the County 
Clerk, who has the authority to decrease the levy. 

Chairman Daley asked the State’s Attorney’s Office to provide in writing, clarification regarding the 
County Clerk’s authority to reduce a taxing agency’s levy, and to what extent he is authorized to do so. 
Chairman Daley also requested the communication include the retention of prior years’ levies maintained 
by the County Clerk. (The referenced documents are on file in the Office of the County Clerk.) 

Ms. Echevarria concluded by saying that reports are generated for each agency regardless if they are for 
collections that are distributed or refunds that have to be offset against future distributions. She further 
stated that the taxing agency receives reports that show their respective beginning and ending balances. 
She also indicated other reports are available upon written request. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen’s question regarding assessing the cash flow projection process and 
historical cash flow requirements to establish investment parameters, Mr. Fink stated the recommendation 
was based upon historical investment in short-term vehicles that would allow the County to diversify 
investments and possibly improve returns. He said the Treasurer has already adopted an investment 
policy for the office. 

Mr. Fink further commented that the recommendation of setting priorities addresses the need for an 
operating system and establishing responsibilities for and control over managing records and changes in 
the system. He noted that accommodating users or the need for a stand-alone system for the Treasurer 
should be addressed. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen’s question regarding integrated processing systems, Cathy Maras 
O’Leary, Chief Information Officer, stated systems have been established however, not all refunds and 
certificates of error are online. She stated that her office is in the process of working with the Treasurer 
on these records and corresponding systems. 

Commissioner Quigley and Commissioner Lechowicz requested that a written report on the current status 
of each recommendation be prepared by Mrs. O’Leary. Commissioner Collins requested the report 
include the status of improvements made for a more timely distribution to taxpayers and taxing districts. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen’s question on whether the State’s Attorney’s Office was aware of 
the recommendation that the Treasurer’s Office prepare an inventory of outstanding issues that require 
legal interpretation. Elizabeth Reidy stated the office has been working with Martha Mills, General 
Counsel for the Treasurer’s Office, on outstanding issues that require legal interpretation or advice. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen’s request for comments on the Memorandum on Internal Control 
summary, Mr. Fink stated that the summary addresses the concerns Arthur Andersen had of the former 
Treasurer’s accounting systems and operating procedures. Mr. Fink commented that the current 
Treasurer has demonstrated a strong commitment to resolve the problems and has made improvements in 
the accounting system and operating procedures in the office. He noted the Treasurer has also 
implemented a corrective plan to address future concerns. 

Ms. Feeney responded to Commissioner Hansen’s question regarding the news reports relating to $88 
million the State wants the County to tender to the State Treasurer, by stating that this figure represented 
D fund monies, and a portion of this, $8.1 million, was in the form of refund checks that were written by 
the previous administration, but never issued. It was determined that these checks were written in 
anticipation of refunds that were never properly certified, and did not occur. Therefore, the checks were 
not issued, and remained in the possession of the Treasurer. 
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Elizabeth Reidy stated that a response to the State Treasurer’s letter is forthcoming from the State’s 
Attorney’s Office. She indicated there has been some confusion in the State Treasurer’s demand for $88 
million. She noted the $26.5 million referenced in Arthur Andersen’s Statement of Assets and Liabilities 
Audit Report is unrelated to the $88 million. The County Treasurer has asked the State’s Attorney’s 
Office to assist in responding to the State Treasurer’s demand. The State’s Attorney’s Office has met 
with representatives from the Offices of the State Treasurer and Attorney General and are preparing to 
respond to the demand for $88 million. 

President Stroger addressed his concerns regarding how the County Board should resolve the problems in 
the Treasurer’s Office, by either amending the state statutes or by enacting a home rule ordinance. The 
President also said he had spoken with State Treasurer Topinka and stressed his desire to have the County 
and State work together to resolve these issues. 

Commissioner Lechowicz requested information on the automation project referred to by the Treasurer’s 
representative as Phase 11. Commissioner Lechowicz commented that he did not believe the funding for 
the project had been addressed by the Cook County Board and stated that recommendations need to be 
presented to the Board. 

In response to Commissioner Butler’s question regarding whether money generated through fees and 
fines in the Office of the Clerk of the Circuit Court flow through the Treasurer’s Office, Ms. Feeney 
responded no. Ms. Feeney stated the Clerk of the Circuit Court holds the money with the exception of 
forfeited bail bond money, which is deposited in the Treasurer’s Office. Ms. Reidy noted that the Clerk 
of the Circuit Court is ordered by the Court to hold money in escrow. 

Commissioner Collins expressed her concern regarding interaction and communication between various 
departments and agencies within County government. The large number of separate funds, spread out 
among all the agencies and Constitutional offices, could have a detrimental effect on accountability. 

Chairman Daley responded that staff from Arthur Andersen and the County Auditor’s office provide 
sufficient accountability throughout all branches of County government. He provided recent examples of 
occasions where the Audit Committee identified a problem, and worked with the auditors and 
management to find a solution. This system ensures accountability. 

Commissioner Schumann commented that any request for funding approval by the Board on Phase II 
would likely involve purchasing new technology to tie the other elected officials and departments 
together. He stated it is important that the members of the Board understand the technology, the intended 
users and the needs of each based on their respective duties and/or responsibilities. 

Commissioner Schumann requested a technology report from Mrs. O’Leary regarding Phase 11. He asked 
that the report include the property tax and collection system/process as it relates to the proposed 
automation project. 

Chainnan Daley asked that the report from the Chief Information Officer indicate whether Phase II is the 
final step in the automation process, or are other phases expected. He further requested Tom Glaser, 
Chief Financial Officer, to address the source of funding for Phase 11. 

Following discussion and questions on the issue, under Communication 240681 in the Committee on 
Finance, the Chainnan reconvened the meeting of the Audit Committee. 

Commissioner Lechowicz, seconded by Commissioner Hansen, moved to receive and file 
Communication No. 240680. The motion carried. 
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Commissioner Hansen moved to adjourn the meeting, seconded by Commissioner Carr. The 
motion carried and the meeting was adjourned.

Your Committee on Education of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County met pursuant to notice on 
Thursday, February 8. 2001 at the hour of 2:00 P.M. in the Board Room, Room 569, County Building, 
118 North Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois. 

Your Committee has considered the following item and upon adoption of this report, the recommendation 
is as follows: 
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241074 COMMISSION ON WOMEN’S ISSUES, by Jennifer D. Vidis. Executive Director, 
transmitting a Communication: 

requesting authorization for the Purchasing Agent to enter into a contract with BRIGHT 
HORIZONS FAMILY SOLUTIONS, INC. (‘’Bright Horizons”). Chicago, Illinois, for 
operation of the child care center in the Cook County Administration Building. 

Pursuant to the Intergovernmental Agreement with the City of Chicago, the Joint Oversight 
Committee (JOC) developed an RFP for the operation of child care services and a training 
program for future child care workers at the center. The RFP was issued and five timely 
proposals were received. The JOC thoroughly evaluated these proposals and unanimously 
determined Bright Horizons to be the most responsive bidder. The JOC concluded that 
Bright Horizons is the best qualified to operate the type of high caliber employer-based child 
care center as envisioned by the County and the City. 

In addition to the above, in order to proceed with the project we specifically request 
authorization for the expenditures set forth below. The City, in accordance with the 
Intergovenimental Agreement will be responsible for one-half of these and other costs 
identified with the child care center. 

Estimated Fiscal Impact: $71,925.00. (490-289 Account). 

Chairman Steele asked Jennifer Vidis, Executive Director, Commission on Women’s Issues, to give an 
overview of the Child Care Center project. 

Ms. Vidis stated the Board approved a Joint proposal between Cook County and the City of Chicago for a 
child development center in the New County Administration Building in April 1999. She said the County 
would provide the space, pay operating costs, and seek a private operator to provide child care and 
development services. The proposal provides that 10% of the slots are set aside for Head Start eligible 
families. Ms. Vidis stated there was an intergovernmental agreement approved by the County Board in 
October. 1999 setting forth the terms of the partnership between the City of Chicago and the County, and 
the creation of a Joint Oversite Committee. The Joint Oversite Committee was responsible for the 
facility design, construction, selection of an operator and management of the project. 

William Huffman, Director of Facilities Management, gave a brief synopsis of the construction of the 
project. He stated construction is 40% complete and said the day care center would occupy the first 
second floors of the building. He noted the value of the contract is $1,700,000 that was previously 
approved by the Board and projected the substantial completion of the project by April 12, 2001. He 
added that two months after that date, the outdoor play areas, certification and licensing should be 
completed. He reminded the Committee that the City of Chicago is paying 50% of all capital and 
operating costs associated with the project. 

Kim Everts, principal designer, Ross, Barney and Jankowski stated the first floor street level will include 
an infant, toddler and a mixed aged classroom, a large motor room for children, and an outdoor play area 
for the younger children that will be located on Dearborn Street. She indicated a play area for older 
children, located behind the Miro Sculpture is currently under construction. The second floor will hold 
two, three and five-year old classrooms and a small resource librar>'. She indicated there will be a 
wanning kitchen for daily food preparation on the lower level. Ms. Everts added for safety the first floor 
outdoor play area will have a seven foot fence. 
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Anna Ashcraft. Special Assistant to the President. Legal Counsel, presented an overview of the RFP 
Content and Operator Selection Proposal. She stated an RFP was issued in March. 2000 and the Joint 
Oversite Committee experienced an extensive evaluation process because various components continued 
to evolve. The Joint Oversite Committee attempted to reduce tuition and make modifications to the 
training component. Ms. Ashcraft said quality, parent involvement, curriculum, experience of the 
operator, teacher training, enrollment, marketing policies and accreditation were paramount in the 
operator selection process. She noted the RFP requested an employer-sponsored day care with organized 
planning ability. Design ideas and support were considered. She noted that teacher turnover is a 
problem in the industry and indicated the ability to retain and support teachers were critical in the 
selection process. 

Commissioner Maldonado inquired about operator costs. 

Ms. Ashcraft responded that tuitions are as low as possible. She indicated the County/City will not pay 
operating costs but the operator will charge tuition that will pay these costs. 

Commissioner Maldonado asked if there will be a special rate for families that enroll more than one 
child? 

Ms. Vidis answered that special rates are not reflected in the proposed rate structure. 

Commissioner Maldonado inquired if the child care center will charge fees customary for day care centers 
or are the fees discounted? 

Ms. Vidis indicated that the rates are competitive, but are not the lowest in the downtown area. The rates 
are below the free open market. She noted these are excellent rates given the quality of care that the 
provider will be able to bring to the center. 

Commissioner Maldonado asked about the maximum capacity of the center? 

Ms. Ashcraft responded that the maximum capacity of the center is 112 children. 

Commissioner Maldonado asked if there is a different fee structure depending on the age of the child? 

In response to Commissioner Maldonado’s question, Ms. Ashcraft stated the rates are structured to 
accommodate the different length of employees’ work days. For a regular 5-day work week, 8-9 hours a 
day, the rates would be as follows: $185.00 for infants, $175.00 for toddlers, $160.00 for two year olds 
and $140.00 for three to five year olds. 

Ms. Ashcraft indicated that 80% of tuition cost is labor. 

Commissioner Hansen asked who were the other respondents to the RFP? 

Ms. Ashcraft stated that National Lewis University, the YMCA, Centers for New Horizons and Harold 
Washington College also submitted proposals. She indicated the basis for selecting Bright Horizons was 
due to the quality of the program and that the other proposals were not employer-based and did not have a 
high rate of accreditation. 

Commissioner Hansen asked what is the estimated enrollment for this center? 
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Ms. Vidis responded that the center expects full enrollment and asked Dave Thomas. Director of Client 
Services. Bright Horizons Family Solutions, to give a brief summaiy' of the center to the Committee. 

Mr. Thomas stated that Bright Horizons Family Solutions works exclusively with employer companies 
where there is a high volume of child care. The company was created 14 years ago by a husband and wife 
team and is based at Watertown, Massachusetts. He indicated that the corporation has regional offices 
and operates 330 employer-based programs in the United States, the United Kingdom and the Pacific 
Rim. Mr. Thomas said Bright Horizons operates about 30 programs for companies such as Motorola. 
Northwestern Memorial Hospital, ComDisco, Household Finance and Bank One in the Chicagoland area. 
Mr. Thomas stated the focus of Bright Horizons Family Solutions is quality at the classroom level. He 
indicated that the company is accredited by the National Association of the Education for Young Children 
and will benefit City and County employees. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen’s question. Mr. Thomas stated the Bright Horizons Corporate 
Officers are Roger Brown - President and Chief Executive Officer and Linda Mason - Chairman of the 
Organization. 

Commissioner Hansen requested and received a copy of Bright Horizon’s Annual Report. 

Commissioner Hansen requested a list of RFP respondents and commented that the tuition costs seem 
very high. He expressed concern that he did not want the tuition to price out the very people. County and 
City employees, it was designed to benefit. 

Vice Chaimian Goslin said he supports the program and commented on the comparison of fees at the 
State of Illinois child care facility. 

Mr. Thomas responded that he will provide a full disclosure of the company to the Education Committee. 
He stated Bright Horizons objective is a 7% return before taxes. 

Commissioner Schumann inquired about partial week rates that considers City and County holidays? 

Mr. Thomas responded that partial work weeks will be offered and that holidays will be specified when 
the parents complete the contract. 

Chairman Steele indicated the City of Chicago is helping the County lower costs by bringing in the Head 
Start Program. She said that some programs are subsidized particularly by the State of Illinois and noted 
the highest tuition rate is for infant care. The Chairman stated her main concern is not to price-out county 
employees and suggested there may be certain alternatives available that would reduce tuition. 

Chairman Steele introduced Ruby Smith from the City of Chicago, Department of Human Resources, 
who worked on the Joint Oversight Committee. 

Commissioner Hansen asked if the operating cost of $893,000 will be covered by revenues generated by 
the child care center? 

Ms. Ashcraft answered in the affirmative. 

Vice Chainnan Goslin requested more information on the price structure and requested the County 
compare both the quality of day-care and tuition rates with the State of Illinois. 

Vice Chairman Goslin asked if the County is the lead agency in this project? 
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Ms. Ashcraft responded that the County is the lead agency. 

Vice Chairman Cosiin, seconded by Commissioner Schumann moved approval of Item 241074 
contingent upon an investigation of price differentials between child care proposed by the County 
and that offered by the State of Illinois. The motion carried. 

Vice Chairman Goslin moved to adjourn the meeting, seconded by Commissioner Schumann. The 
motion carried and the meeting was adjourned.
